A death-bed confession exonerating Al- 
bert T. Patrick, serving a life term for 
the murder of William R. Rice, has been 
Made in Texas by Charlies F. Jones, 
whose testimony convicted Patrick, ac- 
cording to a press dispatch from New 
York, which says that John T. Milliken, 









rick’s brother-in-law, has gone to Texas 
after a consultation with District At- 
torney Jerome, to get the Jones confes- 
sion in legal shape. 

‘Jones was Rice's valet. Patrick was 
his lawyer. Jones testified that Patrick 
procured him to murder Rice in order 
that he (Patrick) might inherit the Rice 
fortune under a forged will. 

Since Patrick’s conviction unflagging 
efforts have been made by Mrs. Milli- 
ken, who is his sister, and others to free 
him. Their efforts resulted in his sen- 
tence being commuted from death to life 
imprisonment. 

Jones now has consumption and is said 
to be rapidly approaching death. When 
physicians told him he had but a little 
while to live, the dispatch says, he made 
the confession. Neither Mr. Milliken 
nor Jerome would say what the confes- 
sion was in detail, acording to the mes- 
sage from New York.

Nor is 
the act of one Legislature in referring the sena- 
|torship election to the people binding upon an- 
other. No Legislature will be guiltless if it ac- 
cepts an unfit Senator,, one who in character or |}. 
capacity falls below proper standard of qualifi- 
cations, or whose creed or affiliatioys would bring 
discredit upon the state or the nation. — 

The Legislature must also take into account 
ithe conditions under which the popular or party 
will has been expressed. It must decide whether 
the result of the primary is an honest and ac- 
tual expression of the will of the majority. It 
must decide whether it is a clear, unhampered 
expression, or is tainted with dishonesty, or in-
